Pope. Pius’ arrival at the new col- 
lege was wildly cheered by the 
thousands of seminarians, prelates 
and church dignitaries. The papal 
party arrived in five automobiles at 
11:02 a. m., hardly a few minutes 
after the information sped through 
the assembled crowd-that the pon- 
tiff was on his way.

PITTSBURGH.—In the files of 
Pittsburgh’s missing persons bureau 
are the records of two mzsterious- 
ly unusual ‘cases which have 
baffled the nation-wide efforts of 
police and detectives to solve their 
puzzle. 

Workers in the bureau speak of 
them with a shrug of the should- 
ers. There is little hope that the 
persons involved will ever be lo- 
cated: _But behind the crisp for- 
mality of the sheaf of records al- 
ready written about these forlorn 
victims can be traced the pieced- 
together - plots of two human 
dramas. 

Most unusual of all.is the story 
of a woman, who buried a; man she 
believed to be her Lusband and 
then changet. her mind. 

The man was Harry Steurenggel.

restraint in the home is the chief cause of @rime. 

In this age of rapid development, in which materialism 
seems to be predominating over the fundamentals upon 
which upright: character and clean living are grounded, we 
are losing our perspective, paying: too much consideration 
to each day’s developments and do not take the time to give 
a thought to the future, to take stock of ourselves and en- 
deavor to realize where we are headed. 

Most of our criminals are young. The great majority of 
them are under thirty, Many of them are not hardened to. 
crime. They are first offenders. But they should not be 
even that, showing that the responsibility rests upon their 
early environment which is directly due to a lack of whole- 
some home influences. 

There were approximately twenty items dealing with 
crime of some sort in the Free Press Thursday evening, all 
coming in the regular routine of the day’s news. It would 
seem that this wauld be a lesson in itself. With so many 
getting into trouble it should teach youth to play life’s game 
on the square and avoid anything that would lead to crim- 
inal acts.

“Health Propaganda” 

Some of the hygienic dovecotes of 
America were noticeably flattered 
last summer by Dr: Robert Hutch- 
inson’s speech at Winnepeg on “The 
Pursuit. of Heath.” Not only did 
Dr. Hutchinson condemn this pur- 
suit as above all things unhealthy, 
but he suggested that. its’ well- 
meaning promotors are actually 
damaging the community by their 
efforts to create a “health cons- 
cience.” The old ignorance about 
the body and stolid resignation to 
his ills was probably, he said) a 
more “healthy” attitude, and cer- 
tainly a happier one, than the mod- 
ern curiosity and over-anxiety. A 

- high standard of physique does not 
necessarily make people more effi- 
cient and alert, and the emphasis 
now being laid on physical welfare 
is, the things, detrimental to what 
is far more important namely, 
character. We are now producing 
hypochondrianis-individual, vicor- 
jous, and national. Note: Hypo- 
chondriasis is the technical name 
for a condition in which there is 
“extreme depression, with morbid 
anxiety regarding the health.” 

Continuing, Dr. Hutchinson said, 
“those who seek to save their 
health are losing it in imaginary 
ailments and: crankiness and fear. 
Parents fuss over their children, 
and children over their parents. 
Health societies, health weeks, pop- 
ular lectures and articles, booklets, 
slogans, and even the legislature, 
all play their part in increasing 
sickness by ‘suggestion. And most of 
their propaganda is based on falla- 
cies—the fallacy that health is 
hard to attairi and keep, and the 
fallacy that it can only be got by 
following ‘rules. The way of health, 
as Sir Thomas Horder has put it, 
is too often regarded as a _ tight 
rope along which we make a slow 
and tripidating progress; where as 
it is really a broad and well-paved 
road, and the way faring man must 
bee fool in if he errors

“Dr. Hutchinson, is uiversally ap- 
plicable, and that is moderation— 
moderation in all things, even in

him would no doubt agree that 
physical fitness helps people to be 
sound in mind and temper, but they 
are vigorously reacting against a 
craze in which it has become self- 
conscious. So far, at least, so good. 
We should all admit that self-cons- 
ciousness is as undesirable in per~ 
sonal hygiene as it is in personal 
virtue or learning. But is it not in- 
evitable to a stage of transition? 
Are these objections to health 
teaching free from the obscuran 
test opposition which hinders every 
form of education because it sees 
knowledge? And is it true that 
medicine has nothing to offer the 
public beyond St. Paul’s counsel of 
temperance? Faced with the dis- 
tresces of modern society, must we 
remain silent about fresh air, fresh 
food, and flies? Is there nothing ‘o 
be said about breeding and preg- 
nancy and infancy and childhood. 
Must we really leave the slums to 
their unconscious health for fear a 
little enlightenment may make 
them over-anxious? To questions of 
this kind most of us will answer, 
No. We will grant that young and 
‘old - do well to learn a few of the 
elements of physiology; we will al- 
low the missionaries ‘of cleanliness 
to preach their gospel over dustbins 
and defects; we will even counten- 
ance a few cautious words about 
diet, provided their is no mention 
of vitamins. But we will draw the 
line, and firmly, at any emphasis 
on (disease). Just as the churches 
nowadays concentrate on goodness 
rather than sin, we shall illuminate 
the sanitary rather than the seamy 
side of life, and thus avoid the 
worst of the hypochondriasis 
which is so evidently deplorable. 

Is this a possible compromise? 
The idea is to raise a generation 
capable of rational living and free 
from neurosis because it sees the 
abnormal in terms of the normal 
rather than vice versa. If every ser- 
ious deviation from health could be 
brought at once to the doctor as a 
matter of course, there would be no 
need for potential diseases. But 
how are people to know what symp- 
toms are serious unless they are 
specifically told about them? If we 
are to spot disease in its earliest 
stages we must either encourage 
the public to bring every trifling 
ailment for our consideration, or 
we must spread alarming informa- 
tion about those pathological con- 
ditions that are commonly disre- 
garded until too late. Either policy 
creates or increases hypochondriasis 
in a very large scale, and Dr. Hut- 
chinson would have us eschew them 
both. Most diseases, he says, either 
cannot be detected early, or, if they 
are, little can be done to stop them 
unless one is prepared to give up 
for the sake of life, all that makes 
life worth living. 

This is Dr. . Hutchinson’s view, 
but it is inconsistent with the re- 
curring cry for earlier diagnosic 
from physicians and surgeons, and 
gynaecologist. 

An other extract from the same 
article comments thusly, That Pro. 
Whitehouse like Lord Mayinhon 
and many others, would make free 
use of fear as @ weapon against 
the morephysical disorders. Almost 
everywhere in public health propa- 
ganda we find the same desire to 
shed an uncomfortable light among 
those that sit in darkness. 

And further the article says “the 
sight of this modern picture makes 
one thankful to look again at Dr. 
Hutchinson’s more _ sophisticated 
undertones.” 

As Dr. William Braner asserts

LESSON TEXT—Luke 18:1-14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—And it came to 
pass, that, as he was praying in a 


.| certain place, when he ceased, one 


of his disciples said unto him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples.

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT

1. “Men Ought 
(v. 1.) 

Prayer is absolutely necessary to 
the spiritual life. It is tg the spir- 
itual life what breating is to the 
physical life. Men ought. to pray 
under every variety of circurstan- 
ces—in times of sorrow and bur- 
dens for strength to endure, in 
times of joy and success for grace 

to behave aright. Prayer ought to 
be persisted in even when ‘the an- 
swer is not immediately seen. “All 
men pray at times.” To the Chris- 
tian alone belongs faith-filled and 
persistent prayer. 

II. The Urgent Prayer of a Widow 
(vv. 2-8.) 

The picture here is of a helpless 
widow who was being cheated out 
of her property rights, coming to 
a godless judge for redress. Her 
only means of getting help was to 
prove the justice of her claim by 
her persistence. Even this did not 
gain access to his heart for he 
feared not God nor regarded man. 
He compiled with her request to 
get rid of her. The point here is 
not that God is like this unjust 
judge, that he can be teased into 
compliance, but rather the teaching 
is by contrast. If such action can 
be secured on the part of a godless 
judge by persistence, how much 
surer will the help of God be giv- 
en to his elect who cry unto him 
day and night. The helpless wid- 
ow pictures the church in this age 
suffering deprivation of her 
rights. It ig not the church pray- 
ing for vengeance upon her ene- 
mies, but suing for the possession 
of her rights by virtue of her cov- 
enant relation in’Christ. The in-

heritance of the church will be 
actualized at the coming of Christ. 


This-is why the truth concerning | Pharisee 


the coming of Christ is so vital to 
Christianity, and why so disastrous 
¢onsequences follow the loss of. this 
blessed hope. Every prayer offered 
by the church will surely be an- 
swered. The apparent delay in the 
vindication of the church may dis- 


shearten some and cause others to 


mock (II Peter 3:4) Jesus’ question 
should be a solemn warning against 
allowing apparent delay of the 
coming of the Lord to crowd out 
our praying. Though many may 
give up, we should be assured that 
genuine faith will abide and that 
the divine promise concerning the 
coming of Christ shall be fulfilled. 


Ill. The Prayer of the Proud 
Pharisee 
(vv. 9-12.) : 
1. He took a striking attitude (v. 


L11.) 


The Jewish custom was to stand 
while praying, but the word “stood” 
implies the assumption of an osten- 
tatious position.. He was self-right- 
eous\and trusted in himself. } 

2. He prayed with himself (vv. 
11, 12.) 

He used the name of God, but it 
¥ really a soliloquy. He pretended 

0" be thanking God when he was 
really complimenting himself—re- 
hearsing his own goodness. His 
whole thought centered in himself. 
He congratulated himself for his 
morality (v. 11.) He thanked God 
that he was not as other men are, 
such as extortioners, unjust, adul- 
terers, or even as the publican who 
was standing afar off. One who has 
been kept from these gross sins 
ought to be grateful. to God but 
should not set himself above his 
fellow men because of it. He con- 
gratulated himself for his religious 
merits (v. 12.) He fasted twice a 
week and gave tithes of all he pos- 
sessed. He thus informed God that 
he did more than what was re- 
quired, implying that God was un- 
der obligation to him. 

IV. The Prayer of the Humble 

Publican 
(v. 13.)
